trates; second, priests and Levltes, 
leaders in religion; third, skillful ar­ 
tificers. head workmen. 
(2) By Their Neighbors (v. 0). This 
response was apparently more hearty 
than 
that of the Jews themselves. 
Their neighbors gave freely of gold, sil­ 
ver, beasts nnd goods. God had not 
only graciously disposed the heart of 
Cyrus toward his people, but 
they
